* ought not to depend upon the eb Will or 
‘ Underfianding of a Prince: That Rule muft always 
© be uncertain, and fubjet to be difurbed, which 
* depends upon the yw ofa Man: He always 
‘ fudtuates, and every Pafhon that arifes in his Breait, 
‘ or is infufed by others, diforders him: The Good 
‘ of a People ought to be eftablifhed upon a more 
* folid Foundation ; for this Reafon, the Law is efta- 
* blifh’d, which no Paffon can difturb, for ‘tis void 
« af Defire and Fear, Luft and Anger: The Law is 
Men's Sine Affetiu, written Reafon, retaining fome 
Meafure of the Divine Perfeétion: It does not 
enjoin that which pleafes a weak, frail Man ; but 
without any d to Perfons, commands that 
which is Geod, and punifhes Pei! in all, whether 
Rich or Poor, High or Low : "Tis deaf, inexorable, 
inflexible. —_—— Again: Such Governments as 
have attained to this Perfection (that is, of legal 
Power) have always flourifhed in publick Virrue 
and Happinefs ; for they are, as Arifotie fays, go- 
verned by God rather than by A/en; whilft tholt 
who have fubje&ted themfelves to the Will of a 
Man, were governed by a Beaft.” 
I have quoted this belt of O/d Whigs, to let the 
People fee his juft Deteftation of arbitrary Govern- 
ments, and his high Veneration for Gevermments by 
Law ; and to fhew them, that he would have ab- 
horred the Craft/man equally with Filmer, for aflert- 
ing, That the Doétrine of Refifance, which he 
taught, holds as ftrongly under a/egal as an arbitrary 
Government : He would have abhorred Mr. D’ Anvers 
for calling legal Government, legal Slavery, as much as 
he did ‘Filme for calling arbitrary Government, divine 
Postts— er 
Bu T let us purfue this monftrous Beaft of a Pofition 
a litrle further, till we have hunted itdown. I have 
already faid, that the Doétrine of Refftance always 
holds againft arbitrary Government, becaufe "tis av- 
bitrary Gevernment, whether "tis adminiftered well or 
il] ; becaufe no Man can have a Right to be Mafer 
of the People’s Lives and Fortunes; or to fubject 
their Perfons and Properties to his Will. Brutus, 
therefore, well reply'd to Cicero, who faid Cefar would 
manage his Power temperately, and be a very good 
Mafter: Ay but, fays he, We wILt HAVE No 
Master. Arbitrary Power, then, tho’ exercifed 
well, may be juftly refifted ; becaufe there ean be no 
Right to fuch Power: Befides, it may be exercifed 
well this Moment, and #! the next; it may be 
Liberty to Day, and Tyranny To-morrow. But degal 
Power, tho’ in fome Inftances exercifed ill, ought 
not to be refed ; becaule “tis right/ul Power derived 
from the People, tho” in thofe Inftances, made a 
wrong Ule of: Laws made by an Affembly of Men, 
chofen by the People, are the People’s Laws; and 
the Power confequent thereupon, is the People’s 
Power; which, tho’ fometimes not diré&ted accord- 
ing to the exaét Rules of Equity, fhould not be re- 
fiffed ; for then no Government could ftand that was 
not perfettly Wife and Good. Parliament Men ma 
heir being chofen by fallible Men, don’t 
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make them infallible; we can't expect perfet Wifdom 
or perfe& Geodneft in the Perfons we chooie, any more 
than in ourfelves ; fo that they may fometimes make 
bad Laws. There were very fey Semen in King 
Charles the Second’s Reign; Laws againft the fun- 
damental Principles of Liberty and yet I am of 
Opinion, that Algernoon Sidney would not have advifed 
to take up Arms againft the Parliament: He liv'd to 
fee that very Parliament much better, and at 
laft fo good, as to oppofe afl the Meafures of a de- 
ligning, tricking, arbitrary Court. Befides, he has 
delivered it as his Opinion, (See his Book of Govern- 
ment, p. 410.) *‘ That Members of Parliament are 

not firidtly and properly obliged to give an Account of 
their Actions to any, unlefs the whole Rody of the 
Nation could be afiembled ; which, {ays he, being 
unpractigable, the only Punifbment to which they 
are iv if they betray their Truft, is Scorn, 
* Infamy, Hatred, and an Affurance of being rejefed 
* when they fhall again feek the fame Honour’” An 
this is true, unlefs we could fuppofe, that the Par- 
liament fhould be in a Confpiracy againft : he Liberties 
of the Nation, and fubvert the very End and Defign 
of their Inftitution ; or, that the Reprefentatives of 
the People fhould make a general /rvafion of the 
Rights of the People, and deftroy that Secwrity of 
Perion and Property which they were fent up to 
preferve. 

To conclude at prefent; it has, I own, a very 
melancholy Afpeét, that we fhould be under a Ne- 
ceffity of vindicating the Revolution, the Laws of 
England, and a legal Parliamentary Government: But 
fo it is ; we have lived to fee the Day, when Acts of 
King, Lords, and Commons, are called /egal Slavery, 
and ree, Yyranny ; and the People told, thar 
the rine of Refiftance holds as flrongly under a 
legal as an avbitrary Government; and this toe at a 
Time, when ’tis impoflible to produce one Law made 
fince the prefént Royal Family came to the Crown, 
which has the leaft Tendency to weaken che Secwrit 
of Perfon and Property, or to fubverr the End and 
Defign of the Conftitution. 

Tnest Confiderations fhould, I think, make all 
the real Friends of the prefent Government forget all 
their little Differences, and unice, as one Man, in 
defence of the Laws and Lilerties ot their Country.
